The Opposition victmy in the district 
i)E Yule is conipluto. A majority of 87 in 
:i vote of 401 ia siijiiiticant; but when it 
is remembered that the lociil jruvernmont 
htaked its existence upon the return (if 
Mr. Humphreys, iind con.sented to stand 
or fall upon tho reault, the importanco of 
the contest can scarcoly bo over-estimat- 
ed. The battlpj^round was cliosen by tho 
government. Mr. Huniphrey.s, provincial 
secretary in Walkem's government, vaa 
ignominioualy rejected in Victoria Dis- 
trict at the i;eneral election. Sir. Bea- 
ven forced him to resign his portfolio 
and William Armstrong, elected ns an 
Opposition member hy Jipjjosition votes, 
having been tirst seduced fmm the path 
of political virtue, succeeded to the Pro- 
vincial Secretaryship. The death of 
Preston Bennett, Opposition moinber 
elect for Yalo, occurred about this tiiiR'. 
The government imagined that it saw in 
this untoward event an opportunity to 
foist Mr. Humphreys' on tho electors of 
the banner district of tho Opposition. 
.Mr. llumphrej'a went thither, bached 
with all tho patronage, money and in- 
lluenco of tho government. He sought 
election first- as an independent, next a.s 
an oppositionist, and, finally, throwing olf 
all diBgnise, ho came out in his true onl- 
ours— a suppci'tcr of the goveniuuMit. 
When iMr. LIumphreya arrived at Yale ho 
found no loss than three Oppo-iiion can- 
didates in the field. < )no of these gentlo- 
mon— Mr. T. Wood of Okanagan - recog- 
nizing the importance of a united vote—- 
ahortly withdrew. Then an Opposition 
convention was held at Kamloops. BIr 
Martin (the member elect) was tho choice 
of a majority nf that convention and tho 
lliinl candidate, .Mr. .\rmytage of Nicola, 
withdrew. From the date of the witli- 
drawal nf Mr. Armytago tho s!;ruggle was 
practically at an end, although the gov 
ernmont could not or would not see it. 
Tho road of the (.)ppo8ition was cleared 
of all obstacles, except such as were in 
terpoBcd by the trickery and treachery of 
the government and its tools. There is a 
great deal of bounce and brag in tlie gov- 
ernment. Althougli sniindly thrashed on 
the 24th of last.Iuly, Mr. Beaveu ha.') 
clung to power with a persistency that la 
unworthy a minister of tho Crown. He 
has resorted to tricks to retain power; 
liaa instructed his organ to mangle re- 
turns and ]U'iut erroneous statonienta of 
public opinion; to claim Opposition mem- 
bera as government supporters, and gov- 
ernment defeats as government victories, 
HI) as to deceive his honor the lieutenant 
governor. Ho has encouraged Mr. Hett 
in his attempt to hol.l his seat at K.^qui- 
nialt in defiance of the constitution, and 
by every moans in his imwer has endeav- 
ored to thwart the wishes of the consti- 
tuencies as expressed at the last general 
election. Taunted with political turpi- 
tude, Mr. Heaven at last consented to 
.submit his claim to a further lease 
iif power to tho arbitrament of the Yale 
election, llo staked his all on tlie turn 
of tho die. "As Humphreys goes, so I 
go," was his remark. Tho throw was 
made and the government has lost. It is 
now a ho[)ek'Ss, drifting wreck— -rudder- 
less, purposeless, aimless. If it Iiad ever 
a day of usefuliu'ss tl;at day has tied. It 
is unable to shape any policy that a de- 
cent House, such as the next vs ill be, 
would accept. Its plain duty is to resign, 
to resign at once. Long ago it forfeited 
all claim to public confidence. At pre- 
sent it retains power by false pretences — 
by claiming a majwrily in a House Hiiuie 
it is in a hopeless minority. If Mr. 
Bcaven had the slightest spark of patrio- 
tism in his composition he would say to 
his attorney general, "Cuaso your war <in 
the constitution. CJive up the seat which 
rightfully belong.' to anolhcjr man. lie- 
tiro at once. Come with me, Hett, and 
you too, Armstrong. Let us place our 
portfolios in the hands of tlie lieut. -gov- 
ernor. As St. Paul said, 'It's hard to 
kick against the pricks.' Yale ha.s un- 
done us ijuiti; and we should nu longer 
try and resist tlie tidal wave of public 
opinion which in any event must soon 
overwhelm us," But Jlr. Beavon is not 
a patriot. He is a gentleman who is try- 
ing to make an easy living by politics, and 
ho will suppoii no government that will 
not give him a pdrtfiilio. Mr. Humph- 
reys is a man of the same ilk. Mr. .Ann- 
strong IS another. They are prepared to 
take any government by tho throat with 
tho demand "Your portfolio oryourlife! ' 
Unfitted to lead, thoy will not servo. 
Tho time has passed for such characters 
to have seats in the Houao. Logi.slation 
h.as become altogether too serious a mat 
ter to bo longer trifled with. None but 
earnest, able, patriotic men should bo 
sent to the local parliament in the future. 
Political tricksters such as we have 
described above have played tho devil 
with the country and its affairs — in- 
volved it in an endless expenditure for 
tho drydock and sacrificed tho Island 
railway. Fortunately, their race is now 
about run; but the new government will 
find occupation in unravelling tho mesh 
which their predecessors have tangled.

squadron sunt by Chile to Peru n IS.'l? 
with the view of liberating that rojiub- 
lie from the tyranny of Santa Cruz, a 
Bolivian adventurer, wiio had uniliod 
the two republics in tho hope of erect- 
ing a throne on the ruins of popular 
lilierty in Peru and Bolivia. In that 
oxpctlition young Lynch exhibited so 
much addre.sH, intrepidity and intolli- 
"eiice that the government of Chile 
sent iiim to l^lnglaiul, where ho entered 
the navy and served under Admiral 
Hos.s.

Otter brought down fiom 
Deane's channel about lA tons of ore con- 
sisting of molybdenum sulphide. 'I'his ore 
was mined from a ]>owerful lode I,") feet 
wide, about 1 J miles from high water mark 
in Alkow harbor and at an elevation of 
about 1000 feet above tliesea level. The 
mine is hold by a company organi/.ed un- 
der the auspices of Dr. .luhli Ash who, 
during his late visit to England, learned 
that the met.d molybdenum, if procurable 
in large quantities, might become of .n eat 
economic value. The metal is white, wiih 
a silvery lustre, fusible only at a very high 
teuiperaiure, and having a very weak af- 
liiiity for oxygen. Many years ago the 
natives supplied the H. H. Co. 's eiiiployes 
with small iiuaiitities of this ore to be 
used as a lulu icant for pulleys on board 
ship in lieu of yrBphito, About twenty 
years since the veteran prospector. Major 
Downie, procured about 80 tons of the 
ore .-11111 shipped it to Knglaiul at a heavy 
cost as pliunbago. The consignment was 
commercially a failure, as the parties who 
worked it did not know that it was en- 
loi ly auotuer nitnoral.
